HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 5.—(UP) 

The government of the republic of 
Cuba was placed in the hands of the 
people tonight by a swiftly moving 
“revolt of the sergeants” throughout 


the army. 

Provisional President Carlos Man- 
nel De Cespedes and his entire cabi- 
net resigned. United States warships 
rushed to the scene, arriving off Ha- 
vyana and Santiago, to the east, this 
evening. 

United States Ambassador Sumner 


Welles conferred with Lieutenant 
Commander J. L. Hill. of the destroy- 
er McFarland. He announced that a 
plan. for concentration of all. Ameri- 
cans at a downtown hotel had been 
mapped out during the conference. 

Americans were warned to rush 
to this concentration point at the 
first sound of firing or other indi- 
cations of trouble. Welles feared vio- 
lence would break out tonight or to- 
morrow, it was intimated. 

Five Citizens Named. 

A citizens’ committee of five con- 
trolled Cuba, placed in power by the 
sergeants. 


Sergeant Juan Batista, of Havaua, | 


seized command of the entire army. 
He issued a proclamation saying the 
movement was supported in all army 
posts, where non-commissioned offi- 
cers were in control. Commissioned 
officers were ejected. He declared or- 
dr would be maintained. 

The capital remained calm. Shops 
and cafes were open as usual. The 
lightning swiftness of the bloodless 
coup detat left the populace stunned, 
however, the people not having fully 
recovered from the revolt last month 
which placed Dr. De Cesnedes in 
power August 14.

Motorists attracted by the crash, 
began piling the victims, some scream- 
ing, others unconscious, into their cars 
and driving for the nearest hospitals.

The storm, which en- 
tered the state Monday morning, had 
practically blown itself out with 
winds much less than hurricane force 
blowing in the northern part of the 
state and in extreme south Georgia. 

Jack Fowler, a newspaperman, 
after a trip through Texas from 
Brownsville to McAllen, estimated at 
least 200 persons were injured and 
reported that houses were “smashed 
to kindling ” in Brownsville, 
Harlingen and San Benito, ae 

There were reports of bodies seen 
lying on the highway in the hurricane 
zone but these were unconfirmed. 

Texas’ woman governor, Miriam A. 
Ferguson, ordered a special train of 
surgeons and nurses to the stricken 
area. 

Her husband, a former governor, 
expressed belief that “we will find 
in the morning (today) that there 
has been a frightful death toll.” 

The storm zone embraced a popu- 
lation of 165.000 but many vacated 
in advance of the hurricane because 
of warnings.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 5.—(P)

FORD FACTORY WORKERS 
GIVEN RAISE IN WAGES 

DETROIT, Sept. 5—(A)—An up- 
ward revision in wages in the plants 
of the Ford Motor Company, bring- 
ing the daily pay for some classes of 
employes to $4.80 as against a previ- 
ous $4 minimum, became known to- 
day, apparently Henry Ford’s first 
move in “going one better” the NRA 
automobile code from which he is a 
holdout. 

Rumors of the upward _ revision 
were confirmed at the Ford offices 
today, although officials said they 
were not ready to make an announce- 
ment pending the completion of the 
wage adjustment, which has been un- 
der way for several weeks. 

It was indicated, however, that al- 
rendy approximately 10,000 of the 
40,000 Ford employes have benefited 
by the increase in basic pay rates. 
While it was stated that the basic 
minimum still is $4 a day, the in- 
creases for ‘certain types of skilled 
labor, including workers on the as- 
sembly lines, to $4.80 and more, 
bring the Ford wage once more with- 
in striking distance of the famous 
$5 minimum wage with which Ford 
startled the industrial world in 1914. 

Some skilled workers at present 
are receiving as high as $10 a day. 

The company still continues on the 
five-day week, with employes working 
eight hours a day.

MACHADO DROPS 


PLANS 10 RETURN 


Former Cuban President 
Reverses Stand on Will- 
ingness To Stand Trial. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 5.—()—Ge- 
rardo Machado, deposed as president 
of Cuba, today reversed his stand 
and said he now was unwilling to 
return to his country immediately to 
either civil or military trial. 

The former executive declared Sun- 
day upon his arrival from Nassau, 
the Bahamas, that he would return to 
Havana if given guarantees of per- 
sonal safety. 

“What good is their guarantee of 
safety to myself, if they cannot even 


| protect themselves?” he said today in 


response to a statement by Dr. Ho- 
racio Ferrer, then Cuban secretary 
of war, that such guarantees would 
be given. 


coup which swept out the govern- 
ment of Provisional President Car- 
los Manuel de Cespedes, but com- 
mented as follows on his own re- 
gime: “There was no act during my 
presidency that I need be ashamed 
of, and none that I consider pun- 
ishable.” 

He expressed the hope, however, 
that there later will be “safety for 
everyone” in Cuba, adding: “When 
that is achieved I shall submit with- 
out doubt or fear to any trial which 
may be offered me.” 

The fact that he is not a “talk- 
ing politician” was given in expla- 
nation of the lack of a further state- 
nent. 

“T am a man of action and not of 
words,” said Machado, “and I do not 
want to say anything or do anything 
that will put the sovereignty of my 
country in danger. I am an old sol- 
dier for the freedom of Cuba from 
Spain, and my one wish is the hap- 
piness and freedom of my country.”

MAINE’S TRICK PLAN. 

Maine, the first state to adopt 
prohibition, will be the twenty-sixth 
state to vote on the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, and the first 
in which there is any real doubt 
in advance of the referendum as to 
what the result will be. 

The trouble seems to be not that 
sentiment generally is markedly 
different in Maine than in the 


- states which have already held ref- 


erendums and have voted without 
exception for repeal, but in the un- 
certainty which arises from the un- 
usual plan under which the refer- 
endum and the ensuing convention 
will be held, 

The convention law is described 
by the repealists as “leaning over

Under the law, even if every vote 
in the state was cast for repeal, 
the delegates elected to the conven- 
tion are authorized to use their own 
judgment as to whether to vote for 
or against thé retention of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Delegates names will appear on 
the ballots without indication of 
whether they are wet or dry, and 
the voter must either know by 
word of mouth whether the man 
he votes for supports his position, 
or else must make a blind guess. 
Even should he guess right, the law 
permits the delegate to change his 
mind if he so desires, and vote in 
the convention in contradiction to 
the expressed will of the people at 
the polls. 3 

Furthermore, the delegates will 
be elected by districts, giving the 
dry rural sections a distinct advan- 
tage over the wet centers of popu- 
lation. 

With such restrictions thrown in 
the way of a free and frank ex- 
pression, Maine may become the 
first state to turn thumbs down on 
repeal, but it will have little effect 
on the final outcome. There is no 
doubt that the necessary 36 states 
will have voted for repeal by the 
end of the year, and should Maine’s 
vote be cast in opposition, in the 
face of a popular vote to the con- 
trary, the result would be a boom- 
erang which would lessen the 
chances of the drys in every state 
yet to vote. 


IRISH READY TO POP OFF. 

The Irish internal situation was 
bad enough in view of the tensity 
following President De Valera’s ban 
on General O’Duffy’s blue shirts, 
but whén the president follows that 
proclamation with another making 
it possible to inflict the death pen- 
alty upon any man “drilling in an 
outlawed organization,” he laid a 
fuse to a powder mine. 

It takes little imagination to pic- 
ture what would take place in Ire- 
land if any attempt is made to pull 
off an execution on any such pre- 
text as that. 

The present situation goes back 
to the early days of the Free State. 
De Valera and O’Duffy are tradi- 
tional enemies. They fought the 
fight for independence, and De Va- 
lera) won the presidency over 
O'Duffy. 

Now it appears that the latter, 
instead of remaining in the open 
in his contest for control of the 
government, took the underground 
route, and Ireland proceeded to join 
the fascist ranks with the “blue 
shirts.” 

When he felt he was strong 
enough to come out into the open, 
O'Duffy announced and proceeded 
to stage a parade, and then De 
Valera went into action with his 
prohibitory proclamation, 

Although De Valera has a lock- 
hold on the Free State government, 
his support is by no means unani- 
mous. There is a large and able 
element in the isle which does not 
believe his policies are either sane 
or safe. Should this element unite 
with the political discontents of 
O’Duffy’s so-called fascists, then 
the Emerald Isle is likely to break 
into the headlines again. 


The world knows of an Irish- 
man’s love for a fight, and the 
fascist, be he _ Italian, German, 
Chilean, or what not, is supposed to 
be of like enthusiasm for a scrap. 
Should the two come to grips with- 
in the small confines of the Emer- 
ald Isle, the rattle of staffs on 
skulls and of eager fists upon Irish 
countenances would add a continu- 
ous undertone to the struggle of the 
constabulary and the blue shirts. 

Unquestionably the _ situation 
faced by the De Valera government 
is more serious than the occasional 
flare-ups it has been called on to 
Squelch in the past. O’Duffy is a 
man of ability and considerable fol- 
lowing, and it is reported that he 
has at least the partial support of 
former President Cosgrave. The 
two are the outstanding leaders of 
the Free State, other than De Va- 
lera himself. 


It would seem that the situation 
calls more for diplomacy than for 
threats of executions if a serious 
blow-up is to be avoided. De Va- 
lera’s astuteness will undoubtedly 
enable him to detect and avoid this 
pitfall.

It is quite well possible that this 
year will see the end of the confusion 
in soviet agriculture. The big harvest 
will fill many gaps and go a long 
way toward wiping out the evils of 
the past. It is generally felt that 
agriculture, which is the fundamental 
issue in the U. 8S. 8S. R., has come 
to a turning point this year and that 
from now on the road will go up- 
wards. 

Stalin’s new slogan: “Every peas- 
ant prosperous and content” is now 
the motive power to drive agricul- 
tural development. His policy of col- 
lectivization of the farms is on the 
whole a brilliant success, for the bad 
conditions in the Ukraine are by no 
means due to collectivization as such, 
but to improper methods, to natural 
causes and to the determined oppo- 


sition on the part of wealthy peas- 
ants and hostile elements. There were 
not only conflicting domestic influ- 
ences at work in the Ukraine last 
year, international political factors 
also played a part. . 


. 
Enemies 
Within. 

It would be very difficult indeed 
to detach the Ukraine from the soviet 
union, as certain elements in England, 
Germany and France envisage this, 
without the active support of the 
mass of the Ukrainian population. 
Hence it was to the interest of the 
enemies of the soviet union, both in- 
side and outside the country, to make 
the peasants as dissatisfied as pos- 
sible. Without actually fomenting re- 
bellions or an open break, they pur- 
sued a much more subtle course. They 
entered the collective farms with the 
purpose of wrecking the enterprises. 
They succeeded in many instantes. 
The drouth helped them enormously. 

But the hostile elements are now 
fast being eliminated. Inefficient 
management has been made a serious 
crime. Into every nook and corner 
of the Ukraine, brigades of experienced 
agricultural workers are going. And 
these not only set a new tempo to 
the work, but from all reports they 
are raising the morale of the peas- 
ants considerably by their introduc: 
tion of moving pictures, lectures, 
books and all kinds of labor-saving 
devices in the homes. If next year’s 
harvest is another good one, the bat- 
tle of the grain has been definitely 
won and it is easy to see that Stalin’s 
motto, now a prophecy, is going to 
reach fulfillment.

WATCH OUT FOR ADHESIONS. 

Adhesions, mucous colitis, nervous 
exhaustion. Three of the things I 
frankly admit I know nothing about. 
So there is no point in writing to me 
about your a., m.c., or n.e. unless you 
simply must get off some sarcasm. 
When it comes to sarcasticating,- be- 
lieve me I can give and take. Any- 
thing but reproach. Please do not 
take a reproachful attitude when you 
write me about your a., m.c., or B.e. 
For all my hard-boiled manners— 
well, please don’t reproach me. Scold 
me or abuse me or call me names— 
go as far as you like. 

I never did take much stock in ad- 
hesions. It is too late now to begin 
to take adhesions seriously. But I no- 
ticed a gentleman passing my play- 
room just now, a gentleman probably 
58 years old but he could easily pass 
for 75. A crabbed old chap, too. I re- 
member my first encounter with him. 
Had a lot of heavy books temporarily 
occupying the sidewalk—books being 
moved into my playroom. The gent 
with the adhesions happened along. 
He might have stepped off the walk 
and around the obstruction without 
any trouble. But instead he com- 
plained of the injustice of such usur- 
pation of his rights and demanded to 
know how long we meant to keep the 
walk obstructed, and when we _ in- 
formed him that it would not be for 
more than a year or two he moved on 
with a sense of duty done and a wish 
that there were an ill-natured police 
officer handy. 

The old chap has something the 
matter with his shoulder. I hope it 
isn’t bursitis, indeed I do. But from 
the way he carries it I’d take a 3-to-l 
bet that it is subacromial (subdel- 
toid) bursitis, with adhesions. In 
fact, I have little doubt but what the 
actual inflammation or infection of 
the little bursa] pad has long since 
cleared up. or healed spontaneously, 
and, all that ails the gentleman now is 
adhesions. 

There is only one thing to do about 
it now. Have to anesthetize him and 
then manipulate that shoulder in 
every direction a normal shoulder 
joint should move, breaking or tearing 
apart the adhesions. It would be pret- 
ty sore when he came to. But with 
the aid of heat, or better, of course, 
diathermy, we could keep him toler- 
ably comfortable till the reaction from 
the heroic treatment subsided, and 
thereafter by firmly but gently mov- 
ing the shoulder for him, and later 
seeing that he moved it in specially 
prescribed exercises every day. in a 
few weeks we could restore the shoul- 
der to nearly if not quite its pristine 
freedom. 

All adhesions that ever cause any 
trouble are mainly due to too much 
rest, too much coddling, too prolonged 
splinting, binding, bandaging, bracing 
or supporting, and too much reluct- 
ance to resume ordinary activities, 
play, work, exercise, follo illness, 
accident, injury or operation. 

I know it is no fun manipulating 
one’s injuried or lame joints for the 
purpose of preventing or breaking up 
adhesions. I’ve been there. I also know 
how essential such intelligent after- 
treatment is to prevent permanent 
crippling. Not just any kind of exer- 
cise, but the special movements or 
postures or maneuvers prescribed by 
the physician. 

A large part of the

No Resignation. 

Palace officials confirmed the for- 
mal withdrawal of Dr. de Cespedes. 
He did not submit a resignation, but 
merely submitted to the movement 
and stepped out of the presidency. 

“T have fulfilled faithfully the rev- 
olutionary program of the people. De 
Cespedes told the United Press. “Now 
it is time for others to assume the 
responsibility of government. The 
responsibility will be theirs before 
history.” 

The five men ruling Cuba are: 

Chairman, Dr. Ramon Grau San 
Martin, a university professor; Pro- 
fessoy, Guillermo Portela, Dr. Jose M. 
Irazafri, a lawyer; Sergio Carbo, a 
radical journalist, and Porfilio Fran- 
ca, economist and former banker. 

At Santiago, to the east, Sergeant 
Juan Montero took over command of 
the military headquarters. Crowds 
swarmed the streets, hailing the new 
government. 

BaSis of Revolt. 

The rebellion grew out of a feeling 
among the enlisted men in the army.

Armed Forces Join. 

The entire armed forces at Pinar 
del Rio province joined the movemert. 
Sergeant Jose Velasquez was named 
governor, while Sergeant Manuel Mi- 
randa became military commander of 
the province and Sergeant Jose Mesa 
mayor of Pinar del Rio. 

The treasury department suspend- 
ed payment until word of the course 
of the “people’s government” was re- 
ceived. The palace was quiet, heavily 
guarded. 

The proclamation issued by the new 
leaders promised to respect Cuba’s 
debts and promisese“contracted by the 
republic.” 

The provisional government was bit- 
terly attacked in the proclamation as 
having failed “to respond to the 
urgent demands of our triumphant 
revolution.” It said that good faith 
and patriotism were not an end, and 
demanded the resignation of its heads. 

Measures Considered. 

The United Press learned that the 
United States embassy officials were 
considering measures for the _protec- 
tion of American citizens in Cuba in 
case of violence. 

Sergio Carbo, one of the signers of 
the proclamation, denied the new 
regime was communistic or socialistic. 
He said it was purely a revolutionary 
government and “must govern as 
such.” 

He admitted they considered their 
first task to extend aid to the workers 
and try to settle the recurrent strikes 
which keep. the island in turmoil. Carbo 
said after convening a revolutionary 
tribunal for the trial of Machado as- 
sociates, the government would call a 
constitutent assembly and subsequent- 
ly hold general elections. 

The committee of five is functioning 
as a unit, all members signing decrees 
and other government documents. 

Can’t Commit Self. 

United States Ambassador Welles 
told American correspondents that he 
had been asked Washington’s attitude 
toward the revolutionary regime. He 
said Sergeant Batista had asked for 
an opinion and that he had replied 
he could not commit himself without 
word from the United States govern- 
ment. 

The ambassador said he asked Ba- 
tista what measures would be taken 
to preserve order and that the ser- 
geant had assured him order would be 
maintained.

“The program for the flue-cured 
tobacco-growing industry is designed 
to obtain parity prices not only for 
the crops of 1934 and 1935 but also, 
if possible, to lift thig year’s prices to 
parity level.” a statement from the 
agricultural adjustment head said. 

The campaign for production con- 
trol of the crop is to launched be- 
fore the reopening of the markets, 
which were closed in North Carolina 
by Governor Ehringhaus and in South 
Carolina by Governor Blackwood, Vir- 
ginia markets have not opened and 
sales on Georgia markets virtually 
are over. 


Other Benefits To Be Paid. 


Secretary Wallace proclaimed his 
intention to make rental or benefit 
payments to growers not only of fitte- 
cured but also burley, Maryland, dark 
air-cured and fire-cured tobacco. The 
proclamation makes each of these to- 
bacco types a legal and separate com- 
modity.

Fulton Body. 


In one of the largest and most ex- 
haustive charges ever given here, 
Judge John D. Humphries of the Ful- 
ton superior court Tuesday instructed 
the September-October inquisitorial 
body that its limitations are set by 
the state laws and warned its mem- 
bership that they cannot accept out- 
side legal aid but must follow the ad- 
vice of the solicitor-general and his 
assistants. 

The charge was given in the pres- 
ence of a number of members of the 
Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
who had been invited by Judge Hum- 
phries to hear it. 

The grand jury elected P. A. Clark, 
manager of the Industrial Equipment 
Company, as its foreman and © 
Brewer, assistant vice president of the 
Atlanfa Title and Trust Company, as 
its secretary. 

Judge Humphries said the following 
in asserting that the powers of the 
grand jury are limited by law: 

“The duties of the grand jury shall 
be confined to such matters and things 
as by the laws and statutes of this 
state a grand jury is required to per- 
form.” : 

Recommendations of a grand jury 
have no weight other than the effect 
they have on public opinion, Judge 
Humphries pointed out, adding that 
when presentments deal with contro- 
versial subjects in which there is a 
minority opinion that minority opin- 
ion should be furnished the public as 
well as the opinion of the majority. 

The court pointed out that any out- 


| sider attempting to influence the opin- 


ion of the grand jury could be and 
should be cited for contempt. He also 
said that the court had the right to 
refuse to accept the presentments of 
a.grand jury if they were not justified 
by law. 

After hearing the judge’s charge, the 
grand jury retired to take up. routine 
business, returning 15 minor true bills 
and one no bill during a two-hour 
session.

Replacement of Johnny 
Cain Is Thomas’ Chief 
Worry at Present.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Sept. 5.—(f) 
There'll be few worries for footbail 
Coach Frank Thomas at Alabama 
this fall but, Thomas says, one is 
enough when it concerns the replacing 
of such a great all-round fullback as 
Johnny Cain. ; 

Picture a forward wall that will 
weigh around 200 pounds and a back- 
field of heavy and speedy athletes, 
versed in ball-carrying, passing, kick- 
ing and blocking. That’s the outlook 
at the University of Alabama but 
Thomas. still has sleepless nights, pon- 
dering over Cain’s successor. 

“As great a back as I ever say,” 
Thomas muses, ag he reminisces over 
Johnny’s three years of varsity play. 
“T ean’t hope to find an athlete with 
his versatility. I'll have to-be con- 
tent with just a good fullback, and 
not so sure I'll find one even 

Whattaman, whattaman.” 

Thomas has no one who can kick as 
accurately as Cain, although Millard 
Hewell is plenty good, None can 
chunk a pass like Johnny. And none 
ean back up a line and quickly di- 
agnose opponent’s moves as did Cain. 
And his yalue as a potential threat 
will be gone, 

The stocky coach has five big full- 
backs, all possessed of ability of some 
fashion but none haying the combined 
greatness of a Cain. Larry Hughes, 
who was Johnny’s understudy; Joe 
Demyanovich and Riley Smith are 
the most likely choices. 

Smith is the heaviest, weighing 195 
pounds. He’s rugged, a good defensive 
man and a fair punter, but slow on 
his feet. And a sophomore without 
seasoning. Hughes also kicks well 
and has shown more offensive drive 
than either Smith or Demyanovich. 

There’s another problem. bothering 
Thomas—his center. T'wo pivot men 
were graduated and all the candidates 
are without experience. Joe Dildy, 
at 206, and Bill Francis; a sopho- 
more who weighs 194, probably will 
alternate. “They will be aided on 
both sides by a pair of ceteran guards, 
Tom Hupke and Kirkland. 

Thomas, who learned his football 
under Rockne, can well smile as he 
talks of his other positions. There 
are five good ends, a half \ dozen 
tackles who scale more than 200 
pounds, a flock of guards and a corp 
of swell backs. Mosley and Rogers 
may share the quarterback duties, 
with Howell and Walker rounding out 
the backfield.

One of the simplest of all defen- 
sive plays is the lead of a trump to 
prevent the Declarer from ruffing los- 
ing cards in the Dummy. This is a 
play which almost everybody knows 
and one which is usually recognized 
quickly. However, it is : .t always 
so easy to appreciate the importance 
of the time factor. Sometimes, if the 
play is to be at all successful, it must 
be made immediately and an instant's 
delay will completely lose the tempo 
of the hand. This is true in the hand 
given below. 

West, Dealer.

East's bidding is perfectly legiti- 
mate but West's bidding is decidedly 


fantastic—he managed to bid three 
times on a bare minimum. In spite 


of these overbids, however, he actual- 
ly had a fairly good play for the 
hand. 

North quite naturally opened the 
King of clubs, which held the trick. 
This player now knew that there was 
but one more club outstanding and so 
a continuation could do no more hatm 
than to force the Declarer. However, 
the singleton spade in the Dummy was 
staring him in the face and he saw 
immediately that this card was very 
important to the Declarer. He there- 
fore shifted immediately to the Knare 
of hearts. This was won with the 
King in the Dummy and a spade led 
immediately. South clattered up with 
the Ace and continued his partner's 
defensive policy by leading another 
trump. At this point West was com- 
pletely helpless. He was able to ruff 
one spade in the Dummy but was 
forced to concede two more tricks in 
this suit to the adversaries. 

It is apparent that a second club 
lead gives Declarer the hand as it 
not only enables him to trump enough 
spades in the Dummy but also per- 
mits him to establish the elab suit 
itself by simply conceding one trick 
to the adversaries-—his diamond suit 
provides enough entries for this pur- 


se. 

The hand is not presented as an 
example of a brilliant play but simply 
of the importance of appreciating a 
fairly common situation.

EXCHANGE IS NAMED 
IN $15,000,000 SUIT 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—(4)—Gene 
MeCann & Co. today started civil 
action in federal court to sue the 
governors of the New York Stock 
Exchange, Richard Whitney as pres- 
ident, the New York Stock and Curb 
exchanges as organizations, and the 
87 members of the New York group 
of the Investment Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, for $15,000,000, charging con- 
spiracy to boycott an investment 
trust sponsored by McCann & Co. 

The suit recalled that brought 
against the stock exchange by Pirnie 
Simons & Co. a year ago demanding 
$21,000,000 damages, and charging 
that the exchange and its members 
had conspired to boycott the unit 
plan of stock sales sponsored by the 
company. That suit is still pending. 

In explaining today’s action, Mc- 
Cann said that it was being brought 
under the Clayton anti-trust act. He 
added that complete details of the 
case would be filed with the court 
within 10 days. Stock exchange offi- 
cials declined to comment in view of 
lack of details. McCann & Co. is 
not a member of the stock or curb 
exchanges.

President in Demanding 
Action by Banks. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—V)—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. told the bankers of 
America today he expects them to un- 
leash the flow of credit and enable 
industry and commerce to take the 
fullest advantage of the national re- 
covery act. 

“IT am confident you will work with 


me to meet the credit needs of indus- 
try and trade,” he said in a speech 
read before the annual convention of | 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
attended by 5,000 bankers from over 
the nations. 

Two of the administration’s spokes- 
men, Governor Eugene R, Black, of 
the Federal Reserve Board, and Chair- 
man Jesse H. Jones, of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, ex- 
pressed in even stronger tones a de 
mand that banks loosen their credits, 

Black declared the government had 
made provision for the bankers to 
make credit more elastic, saying: 
“Now, it’s up to you to do it.” 

On Vault , 

“The Blue Eagle should be on the 
vault door as well as on the bank 
window! Jones said. “The great- 
est obstacle to the NRA would be fail- 
ure of banks to extend available cred- 
it for every unit in our economic 
structure.” 

Roosevelt reviewed the history of 
banking over the past six months, 
since the national banking holiday was 
declared and the pg banking 
act was passed. He said that steady 
progress had been made since that 
time; but continued: 

“I do not mean to suggest that the 
task is finished. We have before us 
continuing duties for bankers, depos- 
itors, and the government in the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the 
highest standards in bank organization 
and management... . 

“We still have much to accomplish 
in making credit facilities adequate 
for the national recovery we are bring- 
ing about. The banks must play an 
important part in making increased 
loans to industry and commerce, 

Loans Will Be Made. 

“Loans can be made and will be 
made. I want you to know that we 
rely on your organization for its co- 
operation in furthering the free flow 
of credit so essential to business enter- 
prises. Only if this is done can em- 
ployers do their full part in the great 
recovery program under way.” . 

The president said he understood 
the courage and judgment ne Bo 
after a period of drastic liquidation 
in appraising security and extending 
eredit. _He declared the matter re- 
quired immediate attention from the 
bankers toward “putting savings to 
gainful use.” ee 

President Roosevelt said in his mes- 
sage that “splendid results” had 
come from the national banking act, 
which provides for a sunray of 
bank deposits of less than $2,500. 

A short time earlier, President 
Francis H. Sissons, of the bankers’ 
association, had expressed an oppo- 
site view, terming it a law which 
“largely repeats the old mistakes on 
a bigger scale.” 

Hits Guaranty. 

Sisson objected particularly to the 
hank guaranty provision of the law, 
declaring guaranty laws had failed 
on many previous trials in various 
states, : 

He expressed the opinion that banke 
ing had brought about its own im- 
provement and classed that improvee 
ment as “one of the more important 
factors of national recovery, as dis- 
tinguished from the artificial and 
highly debatable political measures 
that have commanded the attention of 
the public.” 

In addition to the bank guaranty 
clause, Sisson said he objected to 
provisions in the act which forced 
banks to give up investment activities 
and which gave to the “politically ap- 
pointed” federal reserve board the 
power to control credit movements of 


member banks. 


Banker Scapegoat. 

“Society sought its scapegoat for 
the depression and landed with re- 
markable unanimity upon the banker 
as the demon responsible for all its 
Sisson said in explaining 
what he termed the forces responsible 
for bringing about the federal regula- 
tions on banks. 

A high percentage of bank failures 
of the past, he said, have been caused 
by the policy of allowing charters for 
banks of small capital in communities. 
not needing them, such as many vil- 
lages of less than 300 population. - 

Black told the convention that cir- 
culation of new currency would be 
increased as soon as business provided 
work for it. . 

He reviewed steps taken to decrease 
cotton, wheat and pork production by 
paying bounties to farm *rs as some 
of the ways in which new currency 
could be used. 

Among the resolutions expected ta 
be indorsed by the bankers’ conven- 
tion was one pledging co-operation 
with President Roosevelt’s program 
for easier credit to continue the up- 
swing of business.

Miss Mary E. Hughes, 
chairman of the national women’s di- 
vision of the NRA, will be the fea- 
tured speaker. 

In issuing the call for the mass 
meeting, Mrs. Land stressed the im- 
portance of thousands of women at- 
tending to hear Miss Hughes explain 
the intent and purposes of the con- 
sumers drive and the importance of 
buying now “before prices go up to 
new high records.” 

Maddox To Preside. 

Robert F. Maddox, chairman of the 
Atlanta committee, will preside and 
Herbert E. Choate, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
ex-officio chairman of the committee, 
will speak. Mrs. Land also will ex- 
plain the plan of the consumer drive. 
_Along with announcemegt that 102 
NRA compliance certificatés were 18- 
sued Monday, bringing the total to 
date to 5,832, Postmaster KE. K. Large 
said postal receipts in the Atlanta 
office showed a 2 per cent gain for 
August over the same month last 
year. He said it was significant that 
the local rate of 2 cents a letter 
against 3 cents last year still in- 
creased the receipts. He added that 
January, April, May and June also 
showed increases and that business 
so far this year is substantially ahead 
of the first eight months of 1932.

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pointed out that the bale system prob- 
ably would involve an intricate sys- 
tem of licensing gins and work a hard- 
ship on the growers who get the most 
out of their land and also that it 
might prove illegal.

The Bankhead plan did not call for 
any processing tax, he said, whereas 
the government’s suggested program 
provided for an allotment to yield-re- 
ducing farmers on a pre-war parity 
price basis. Both plans wege likewise 
adopted in this respect.

Association, said if the Bankhead plan 
were adopted by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace, cotton would go up

Administration Seeking 
ToAvoid Intervention as 
New Clash Develops.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(UP)— 
The “‘good neighbor” policy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt toward Latin America 
tonight faced its first serious test as 
four American warships converged on 
Cuba, charged with protecting life and 


property. 
In a drama-filled day, the Roosevelt 


administration saw the Cuban regime 


of President De Cespedes established 
with the aid of Ambassador Sumner 
Welles overthrown by a _ military 
junta. 

President Roosevelt himself, return- 
ing this afternoon aboard the yacht 
Nourmahal from his vacation cruise, 
took command of the Cuban situation, 
summoning Secretary of State Hull 
and Secretary of Navy Swanson into 
immediate conference. 

The future of Cuba’s government 
was uncertain. American military in- 
tervention to preserve order in the 
island appeared possible. Secretary 
Hull emphasized, however, that the 
dispatch of ships today did not consti- 
tute intervention. 

First news of the revolt reached 
Hull before dawn. He flashed a ra- 
dio. message about the trouble to Mr. 
Roosevelt, steaming toward Washing- 
ton on the yacht, Nourmahal. | 

The situation looked so ominous 
that Mr. Roosevelt and Hull decided 
to send warships to Havana for the 
second time in a month. 


The new regime, reports said, want-— 


ed to call a constitutional assembly 
and hold new elections. Such a plan, 
apparently would mean that before 
the assembly acted Cuba would be 
governed by an unconstitutional revo- 
lutionary de facto government. 

The main concern of the state de- 
partment tonight was whether the 
United States would have to add a 
fourth intervention to the three it has 
undertaken during the last 30 years.
